China still poor, however, says CSUS Professor Swift

McBride said “personal morality has a lot to do 
with” the prevailing attitude between the Chinese 
and their police officials. “Once you are rep- 
rimanded for a wrongdoing, humiliation and peer 
pressure keeps you from breaking the law again.” 

China has also made improvements in medicine, 
the SWAC panel reported. In 1949, the life expec- 
tancy of the Chinese was 20 years. Today, the life ex- 
pectancy is 70 years. 

Contraception, as well as love, is ‘in.’ Chinese 
women are urged to practice some method of 
preventing pregnancy; having large farnilies is 
generally discouraged 

The average Chinese family, SWAC members 
said, has two children. To havea third child, couples 
must get the approval of their neighborhood coun- 


CSUS History Professor Tom Swift said Thurs- 
day night he knew the Chinese people were poor 
prior to his tour of the mainiand nation last 
November, but added, “it was much poorer than | 
had imagined.” 

Swift, one of 24 Sacramento Worid Affairs Coun- 
cil members who took the 16 - day tour of China. 
spoke along with seven other tour members to a 
large audience at the Newman Center 

“The people, however, were very friendly." Swift 
said. “There didn't seem to be a strain between 
nationalities.” 

Each of the eight SWAC members gave a ten - 
minute presentation of special sections of the China 
trip. Swift spoke of the rapid changes currently 
affecting China. 


“With the ‘Gang of Four,’ China became isolated. cil 
backwards,” he said. “Now they (the Chinese) are 
making huge strides toward the 20th Century. Love 
iS back ‘in’ again, along with foreign movies, open at- 
titudes towards business and academic excellence.”

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CSUS grad student 
gets research grant

CSUS biomedical engineering 
graduate student, Carlos Martinez, 
has heen awarded a $19,395 
National Science Foundation 
(NSF) research grant to design 
and build a _ portable com- 
munication device for non - vocal 
individuals 

Martinez found out about the 
funds last October and he and ten 
other students wrote up and sub- 
mitted a half - inch thick grant 
Proposal in a week. They received 
notification of the award Tuesday, 
March 20 

Martinez is one of 535 college 
Students who will receive support 
for a student - initiated, planned, 
and directed project under the 
NSF's Student - Originated 
Studies Program 

“The major criteria for the pro- 
ject are that it must have some 
social significance and be an inter- 
disciplinary experience,” Martinez 
said. “The staff of ten people wor- 
king on the project include three 
computer science students, two 
non - technicai students from 
speech and hearing, and five 
Students in electrical and 
biomedical engineering.” 

The device they are building will 
be a five by seven inch “box” that 
could be used by anyone who has 





lost their speaking ability. It will 
have a keyboard. and an alpha 
numeric display for both the user 
and viewer It can also print the 
message 

“It is designed with the user in 
mind,” said Martinez. “We will try 
to make it as portable as possible 

The device will be designed 


through the Assistive Device 
Center (ADC) on campus The 
ADC is a lab for biomedical 


engineering students where they 
work with disabled clients from the 
Campus and the community who 
have needs for specialized 
devices 

“We have a client through the 
ADC right now who needs someth- 
ing like this but there’s nothing 
commercially available,” Martinez 
explained 

“Two years ago another CSUS 
group in biomedical engineering 
was funded through the NSF to 
look at the battery life of a 
wheelchair,” Martinez added 

Martinez has a_ bachelor's 
degree in electrical engineering 
from UOP and is working on his 
master’s degree 

The coordinator of the 
biomedical engineering program 
here at CSUS, Dr. Albert M. Cook. 
will be the faculty advisor on the 12 
- week project which will run from 
June 4 - August 26, 1979

The Reserve Officers Training Corps (ROTC) at 
CSUS is under attack. Leading the charge is Duane 
Campbell, Srofessor of education and coordinator 
of peace/war studies. 

Although Campbeli is strongly opposed to 
ROTC's presence on.campus, his current hostilities 
are directed at military science courses becoming 
accredited. ROTC is presently offered at CSUS as a 
UC Davis extension course. 

“The present attempt to militarize CSUS by hav- 
ing an ROTC prograin here is a result of the failure of 


the military to recruit sufficient volunteers,” 
Campbell wrote iast year in a six - page review of the 
ROTC proposai. 

“Having failed to convince sufficient Americans 
of the appropriateness of military training, they 
(military officials) seek to expand their ties with 
hich er education institutions, so that our legitimacy 
and prestige will overcome the potential! recruit’s 
reiuctance to join. In short — we are being used," he 
added. 

The question of accreditation, which would 
eliminate the cost of extension fees for ap- 
proximately 75-85 students, will be reviewed by the 


Interdisciplinary Studies Committee. The !SC will 
make a recommendation after a public hearing 
regarding ROTG accreditation April 2 at 1 p.m. in 
Dougias Hall 212. 

Campbell cited lack of academic freedom among 
ROTC professors as the main thrust of his argument 
against accreditation. “The ROTC professors are 
hired by the Department of Defense. They're not 
allowed to teach whatever they delieve,” he said. 

“That's totally untrue,” replied Captain Mark J. 
Donald, associate professor of military scie: ¢ at

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Sticking it to the consumer - 


Shades of the never - ending summer of '74: Once 
again we are confronted and threatened with the 
very real possibility of a gasoline shortage. Not only 
are we turned away from the pumps for lack of fuel, 
petrol prices have leaped astronomically since the 
Oil dilemma first surtaced in '74. 

But is there a shortage? Or is the shortage a tool 
of the mighty oi! conglomerates who — through a 
sordid game of boosting prices and making false 
claims of an insufficient supply of oil, due of course 
to the upheavel in the Mideast — lead us to believe 
there is a shortage? 

Gas station managers, in expiaining the increase 
in price for gasoline, say they raised prices because 
their companies toid them to do so. 

Responding to that, the oil companies are alledg- 
ing that they must raise prices at the pumps because 
the situation in Iran has choked off a vita! source <* 
crude oil and as a result, the remaining sources will 
be pressed to produce the lifeblood of America and 
inevitably, will fail short of the demand 

The United States uses 21 miilion barrels of oil 
each day. As the demand exceeds the supply, prices 
will soar; some speculate a galion of gas soon will 
surpass the dollar mark, long heid to be the outer 
limit for a galion of gas. Pump computers are only 
equipped to register up to 99.9 cents per gallon. The 
cost of revamping the computers — estimated at $20 
million — would be passed on to the consumers. of 
course. 

President Carter has urged the American people 
to ease the energy crunch — real or fabricated — 
caused by the iran situation by turning down the 
thermostat, driving less and taking other conser- 
vation measures. A recent survey, however, revealed 
that of those who said they were “cutting back,” 36 
percent were doing so to save money, not because 
they were worried about energy supplies. 

Twenty percent said they haven't attempted to 
reduce their fuel consumption and more than 25 
percent deciared they will drive as frequently as they 
Go now if even the price reaches a doilar per gallon. 

The appeals for voluntary reduction in energy use 


has failed, said Energy Secretary James 
Schiesinger, and as a result, he warns, ‘mandatory 
measures may be needed.’ 

What does that mean? Whatare the oil companies 
doing to ease the crunch? The gasoline is not reach- 
ing the dealers; stations are ciosing earlier and Sun- 
days, the price difference between self - service and 
full - service has been reduced or eliminated com- 
pletely in an attempt to out - price the public and 
force them to buy less, and we are warned that in 
many instances the supply wiil not last the month. 

But is there really a shortage? Seventy percent of 
the American public surveyed seem to think not, and 
are more inclined to believe the “shortage” is a hoax. 
Twenty - two percent agree that there is a shortage, 
thanks to circumstantial evidence which Points a 
guilty finger at the Mideast, and which rejuvenates 
not - so - fond memories of long lines at the pumps 
and signs prociaiming “No more gas” back in 1974. 

If a shortage does exist, or if one is forthcoming, 
what can be done (besides pedaling to work)? 

According to the U.S. Treasury Department, we 
Could save a few million barrels of oil usage per day if 
we reduce our energy consumption: easing up on 
the gas pedal to 50 mph instead of 55 mph will save 
the equivalent of 250,000 barrels each day: in- 
creasing the average number of commuters to 2.3 
per car, from an average of 1.3, would save 780,000 
barrels a day 

No doubt, our energy supplies are limited and we 
cannot maintain our present rate of consumption 
without exhausting them. 

But due to the deception game played by the oil 
companies a few years ago, a game which panicked 
the nation into conserving fuel, we are wary of so - 
called “shortages” and will not be duped so easily 
again. 

Unfortunately, we are paying royally each time 
we sputter to a gas pump because we refuse to bow 
to the whim of Exxon and the rest of the gang: prices 
soar and they got us where they want us. Itseems the 
issue is no longer one of “What to believe” but one of 
“What to do.” 


The CSUC system and politics 


Over the years letters have appeared in this and 
many other newspapers across the state decrying 
the growth of systemwide policy and power in the 
Chancellor's Office in Long Beach Chancellor 
Dumke's regime has been blamed for everything 
from layoffs to pay freezes. Campus leaders bemoan 
the fact that they don't control their own destiny and 
are ruled by a despotic king 

As the student responsible for speaking for all 
310,000 students of the California State University 
and Colleges before the Legisiature and Executive 
branch of state government, | believe | can shed 
some light as to why local campuses have lost much 
of their autonomy and are sure to lose most of the 
rest they cling to so fervently 

Campuses have lost their autonomy and with it 
much of their self - respect because of the change in 
Sacramento politics which no one in the CSUC 
could change. But they have lost both also because 
of their insensitivity to constituent concerns and tax 
payer concerns 


Before the CSUC system was formed each cam- 
Pus president individually lobbied the State 
Legislature for a portion of the educational! budget 
The chaos and competition which ensued was one 
of the major causes of the Master Plan. Now. tighter 
budgets due to Proposition 13 have increased the 
need for systemwide contro! over both budget re- 
quests AND how the money is spent. The 
Legislature and the Department of Finance are in- 
sisting on greater and greater accountability of 
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dollars spent more efficiency and greater strides 
in student affirmative action and other special 
programs. Many campus leaders, although by no 
means all, have resisted these legisiative intrusions 
into the way the universities are operated. This self - 
destructive tendency has forced the Chancellor's 
Office to get more involved in enforcement of 
Statewide procedures 
The other major cause of systemwide policy has 
been constituents, mainly facu!ty and students. go- 
ing over the heads of loca! administrators to the 
Chancellor's Office, Trustees, and the Legislature. | 
can remember several instances when the Cal 
State Student Association has sought systemwide 
policy because of problems which originated at a 
couple of campuses with particularly politically 
inept administrations 
This is not to argue that all campus ad- 
ministrators are sO poor they are continually by - 
passed to the Chancellor's Office, but those who are 
particularly poor make life much harder for the rest 
The solution, therefore, for the local campus ad- 
ministrators is not to bitch about the growth of 
systemwide policies, but to do something about it — 
mainly to run their campuses FOR the legitimate 
constituents on campus —- facuity, students, and tax 
payers and to jaw bone their colleagues to do the 
same

New plan stresses responsibility

This is to give 
organizations an opportunity to sponsor an unex- 
pected speaker, for example 


This plan has met opposition by Coal: 
Black Organizations and Asian Paciti 
Union members. Representatives from 
organizations feel that $20,000 will not be en 
fund every campus organizations activities They 
Suggest a Cultural activities fund which w 
only minority groups 

It is true that with a total of $20,000 to allo 
council can not be expected to hand out enough 
money for any one Organization to put on an 
elaborate week of activities as has been done in the 
past 

This new plan puts the responsibility on the 
organizations themselves to raise money for

Although this is probably not the only alternative 
to the first come first served process of the past, we

Why didn’t he get caught sooner? 


The recent case of Dr. William Miofsky, has 
brought about many questions regarding the safety 
of patients within hospitals Miofsky is charged with 
five counts of licentious sexual acts involving un- 
conscious female patients undergoing surgery at 
Sutter Memorial Hospital. Officials supposedly 
knew of Miofsky’s conduct since 1977. However, 
hospital officials apparently felt the incident was not 
representative Of a more serious mental problem 
and took no action against the anesthesiologist 
aside from suggesting psychiatric help 

A special investigative committee has been set up 
to adopt additional procedural safeguards tc 
prevent the reoccurance of this kind of incident. Not 
oniy is the reputation of the hospital in jeopardy, but 
aiso the individuals who knew of Miofsky’s conduct 
but failed to report it. Doctors, nurses and the ad- 
ministration of the hospital are all guilty for letting 
this kind of behavior occur 

Hospital officials stated that, “common decency 
and fairness should dictate withholding judgement 
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until all the facts are known." Apparently the hos- 
pital administration did not feel so strongly bout 
common decency and fairness to the patients when 
they knew of Miofskys behavior for two years and tet 
it go on without taking disciplinary measures 
An incident like this should never have occured in 
the first place. However, in lieu of the facts known 
thus far and the procedures used by the hospital, 
what kind of additional safeguards can officials 
recommend? License renewal, medical quality in- 
surance, Closed - circuit television, and/or increased 
responsibilities of hospital administrators and Staff, 
could be used. 7 
Not only was this incident an act of sexual abuse 
to the patients under Miofsky’s care, but also a ques- 
tion of moral and ethical values of the staff and aq- 
ministrators who knew of his behavior and let it go 
without reprimand. Not just one man is guilty; but 
many who let this lewd behavior take place. ~°

Wright's primary desire to leave is simple The CSUS athletic dire 
tor's position lacks not only stability but authority as well In his stay at 
CSUS, Wright was never in a position to make a administrative move 
He couldn't. He wasn't allowed to. The administration hires and fires 
coaches, grants tenure to faculty and virtually controls the AD like a 
puppet on a string 

With as much dissension as the athletic department now has. it's no 
wonder Wright was in a position to be criticized It seems 
in that department have nothing better to do but bicker 
criticize 

But this criticism is inevitable when you consider that several folks 
at CSUS have formerly been either coaches or athletic directors And 
now they've become frustrated with the times. They've become frus- 
trated with themselves 

This situation will continue to exist at CSUS even with only one 
director of athletics: even with one director and two associate direc- 
tors 

At the moment, it has been rumored that Irene Shea. the women's 
athletic director, or Ray Ciemons, director of alumni affairs and 
former football coach are candidates for the new directorship 

Both Shea and Clemons are quality people Shea has worked 
wonders in establishing a nationally - known women’s intercollegiate 
program, and Clemons has brought back alumni and community 
interest in CSUS programs 

When searching for a new director, CSUS should consider botn 
these peopie. The administration should go with sorneone who is 
already employed on campus. Hiring someone from the ¢ ommunity 
would do nothing but spark more criticism 

But, if Shea gets the position (which most likely will happen). will 
she promote just women’s athletics? Will she be as up to date on the 
NCAA Division I! rule book as Wright was? Will she be able to work 
effectively with the NCAA, community, alumni, men’s coaches, 
athletes and students? 

If Clemons is chosen, will the former football coach continue to 
promote alumni and community interest? Can Clemons — who has 
remained in close contact with the athletic department Jeal effec- 
tively with the circumstances prevailing right now 

In any case, a move by the administration to select a replacement 
for Wright should be made immediately. Or will the administration 
wait until the last minute (as they did in the case of hiring a baseball 
coach and many other people)? If the administration hires an AD at 
the last minute, conditions in the P.E. and sports department will con- 
tinue to be disorganized and screwed up

The worid’s oldest medical book, The Yellow 
Emperor's Classic of Internal Medicine, was written 
5,000 years ago in China and !s the standard tex- 
tbook on acupuncture Today, its effectiveness has 
been boosted by modern artifacts: needles primed 
with electricity, points stimulated by laser beams 
ind ultrasound. But the basic principles of the 
method have remained remarkably similar 

Kaiser Hospital in Sacramento has been offering 
acupuncture treatment to its members since 1972 
Dr Harvey Dunning Cain, who describes himself as 
a medical doctor who practices acupuncture, rather 
than an acupuncturist, administers the treatment at 
Kaiser 

Before any treatments are given, patients must 
sign a consent form that describes the risks 

The known complications of acupuncture are 
similar to those connected with the insertion of any 
needie. The remote possibility of an infection is the 
most significant risk : 

Although many patients have been helped by 
acupuncture. many others have not Therefore, a 
cure or remission cannot be promised or assured " 

The Chinese did not develop surgery because 
they held the body sacred. Their medicine is based 
on Taoist philosophy, which holds that harmony is 
the basis of order. both in the universe and in man 
man being a microcosm of the living universe 

The Chinese believe that aman’s life energy force 
is composed of the two fundamental elements: yang 
the positive and yin, the negative. When there is an 
excess or deficiency or yin or yang, organic disease 
will follow unless the balance of energy is restored 

This energy (the Chinese call it chi) flows along 
12 meridians or channels. Each meridian originates 
at a major internal organ and eventually moves 
closer to the surface, running along the body just 
below the skin. The balance of energy is ascertained 
by examining the patient and determining his pulse 
at the right and left wrists 

Master acupuncturists are able to make accurate 
diagnoses based on a person's pulse. They then 
needie the body at precise points along the 
meridians, either quieting or stimulating the energy 
flow to redress the imbalance and allow the body to 
put its house in order and restore health 

Cain believes the pulse diagnosis has no scien- 
tific merit whatsoever and he also warns that “there 
is also a tendency for the patient to discontinue im- 
portant medications that should be continued — 
even while receiving acupuncture treatments.” 

Tiny threadlike needles — anywhere from one to 
15 of them — are inserted into the patient's skin at 
depths ranging from 1/16 to 1'% inches. Patients feel 
only a slight prick, much like a mosquito bite, at 
insertion 

Usually acupuncture needies are inserted 
Straight into the body, though sometimes insertion 
is done at an angle. The needle point is first pressed 
lightly against the acupuncture site, then pushed in, 
piercing the skin, and is rotated as it enters. In 
western cultures, the needle carries the treatment; in 
the East, the needle itself is the treatment 

Yee Gee Lee, a certified acupuncturist in Sac- 
ramento, has been doing acupuncture treatments 
for 20 years. The prices for his treatments range 
from $15 to $25, depending upon the number of 
acupuncture treatments required by the patient. His 
son, David, teaches acupuncture at UC Davis 

There are over a thousand known and charted 
acupuncture points on the human body. Different 
points on the body's surface affect different parts of 
the body. There is a point on the hand, for instance, 
that is used in dental anesthesia. There is a point on 
the ear which, if a tiny 1/16 inch needle were sealed 
into it, would prevent the stomach from getting its 
hunger pang messages through to the brain — 
instant dieting. Acupuncture on the ear also 
diminishes the desire to smoke. 

Acupuncture seems to work most effectively with 
simple ailments like headache, back pain, arthritis 
and stomach problems, the most common medical 
problems people have. Acupuncture also has 
cosmetic uses; practioners can use it to erlarge 
breasts without using dangerous injections or 
surgery 

Cain claims to have had good results in relieving 
the pain of some cafcer victims through 

acupuncture treatments. While not curing the 
cancer, he says, acupuncture treatments have, in 
some cases, diminished the pain of cancer victims 
so they were able to reduce their drug intake and

lead productive lives 

‘Acupuncture helps to break up pain refiexes,” 
states Cain. “We use it for pain problems, relief of 
smooth muscle spasms and skeleta! muscle 
spasms.” 

Tim McMunn, a patient of Lee's. has had frequent 
back pain for seven years. ‘l've gone to every kind of 
doctor there is, including shrinks, and they all say 
my problem isn't uncommon, but they couldn't do 
anything for me. Four weeks ago | came to Mr. Lee 
and lost 50 percent of the pain on the first treatment 
and about 10 percent since then.” 

In European countries, interest in acupuncture 
has been particularly strong in France. One of its 
strongest advocates was Laennec, the inventor of 
the stethoscope. In England, acupuncture has been 
practiced since the early '60s 

One French acupuncturist calls his practice “the 
medicine,gé the future, because it deals so effec- 
tively with the ills of civilization,” which are caused 
by “maladaption of the body stress,” a kind of 
psychic overkill. These ills include insomnia, 
constipation, sexual impotence, asthma, sinusitis 
and migraine headaches. 

Over the past five years, acupuncture has been 
used in France for such surgical procedures as 
Caesarean births, major orthopedic operations, car- 
diac pacemaker implantations and tumor excisions. 

American babies were delivered for the first time 
under acupuncture anesthesia in 1972. Pitocin, a 
drug often given to American women to speed up 
labor, often keeps working even after it's not needed 
and can induce galloping contractions, a hardship 
for women to manage under mild sedation or when 
using natural childbirth techniques. 


Acupuncture prevents the appearance of 
withdrawal symptoms in addicts who have been 
denied drugs. It could replace methadone in the 
long - term treatment of addicts. Methadone therapy 
1s controversial because the drug itself is a narcotic;

Facial treatments by acupuncture involve the 
felicate insertion of 36 gauge Stainiess steel 
needles. as fine as hair, into various parts of the body 

the face. neck, hands and calves The patient lies 
quietly as the needies send messages to the fur- 
rowed brows Depending on the condition of the 
skin, the needles remain in place from 20 to 40 
minutes 

Dr Thomas C.F Lee in a recent New York 
magazine article, describes the facialtreatment We 
stimulate the appropriate nerve with the needles 
which causes a contraction, tightening and lifting 
the facial muscles. He states the process is one of 
adjusting the nerve system, the Chinese way. adding 
that the Western method of cutting can be 
dangerous ‘How many times can you cut, anyway? 


Lee asks “With acupuncture. you can have booster 
treatments whenever you want then 

Acupuncture has several risks in the hands of 
people who are not very familiar with human 
anatomy,’ warns Cain. “The principle risk has been 
in the abdomen area near the perineum (the portion 
of the pelvis occupied by urogenital passages and 
the rectum) Puncture of the bowel! after going 
through the perineum can lead to death 


A person with heart problems, fatique or low 
blood pressure wont be aided by acupuncture,” 
states Yee Gee Lee He believes acupuncture isn't 


used extensively in the United States simply 
bec2use Americans dont fully understand it 

The August 1974 issue of Today's Health 
published by the American Medical Association 
warned to watch out for “quackupuncturists” ex- 
ploiting a promising ancient medica! technique for 
commercial profit. “Of the present day prac 
titioners of acupuncture in the United States, some 
are not properly trained Many of them practice as if 
they were reading a COOkbOOK, periodically ducking 
out of the examining room to inspect an 
acupuncture model and a book to learn where to 
stick the next needle 

Western skeptics claim acupuncture is merely a 
form of hypnosis, but how do you hypnotize a horse 
so that his leg paralysis or a serious eye ailment 
clears u.:? Diseases of dogs, cats, and other pets 
and farm animais have been treated successfully 
with acupuncture 

Dr. Frank Warren of New York's Postgraduate 
Center for Mental Health points out that science 
cannot explain how aspirin works. ‘Acupuncture is 
Chinese aspirin,” Warren said in a Sports Illustrated 
interview. “Of the two, | would choose acupuncture 
This country is too drug - oriented. Acupuncture 
could knock out 90 percent of the inappropriate 
drug usage in the Western world.” 

“Acupuncture is one of a variety of methods 
which will help cut down the use of medication 
though it is not likely to ever approximate replacing 
all medications,” comments Dr. Cain. He believes 
“acupuncture is an adjunct to treatment and not a 
replacement for conventional diagnostic and 
therapeutic measures.” 

In 1946 Mao Tse - tung, recognizing the shortage 
of modern doctors and the abundance of native 
acupuncture practitioners, called for these two ends 
of the healing community to come together. Even in 
China, use of acupuncture as a surgical or dental 
anesthetic is new — only about eight years old 
Surgeons and dentists there are still testing the 
technique on selected patients. For the majority of 
cases, raliance continues to be placed on anesthetic 
drugs currently used in the Western world 

Acupuncture is a medica! paradox. It is at the 
same time the oldest and newest medica! treatment, 
established yet experimentai, primitive yet 
technological widely accepted in the Orient and in 
Europe, but challenged in America. 

“Many, if not most, American physicians have 
retained a skepticism about the technique,” stated a 
1977 editorial in Medical Tribune, a newspaper for 
doctors. : 

“One of the leading causes of death and disease 
in this country is the health care system,” states Dr 
Sidney Wolfe in a recent issue of People magazine 
Wolfe heads the Raiph Nader - subsidized Health 
Research Group. For seven years HRG has berated 
doctors and drug companies in its campaign against 
unsafe drugs and unnecessary surgery. 

Since the Chinese seem happy to blend Western 
technology with traditional Chinese practices, 
should we be less willing to learn from the wisdom of 
the East?
